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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kishiyu (JP '043) in view of Yuji (JP ('974)). 

Kishiyu teaches setting at knock determination period based upon a valve timing 
operation such that the knock determination period cannot overlap the valve timing 
period. Thus, the valve timing period has priority over the knock period. 

Yuji teaches keeping the fuel injection period separate from the knock 
determination period at all times such as to avoid noise from the injectors from 
interfering with the knock sensing operation. It is unclear from the abstract which period 
has priority. 

It would have been obvious to modify Kishiyu by avoiding the injection periods 
when setting the knock period and giving priority to the former since the fuel delivery 
period was already given priority in Kishiyu and this would have been the logical period 
for priority since engine performance is more dependent on injection timing than knock 
determination. 

Claims 3 and 7-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kishiyu and Yuji as applied to claiml above, and further in view of Hosoya. 
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Hosoya teaches determining if noise from other engine operations interferes with 
knock determination and then suspending knock suppression if such noise rises above 
a particular level. 

It would have been obvious to modify Kishiyu as noted above and to take the 
corrective action taught by Hosoya since the latter taught that corrective action was only 
necessary if the noise sensed rises above a particular threshold. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
